Zero Weather by Knowl- 
edge of the Plains. 


Hunter’s lore learned on the 
plains sustained William Clay, 73 
years old, through the 51-degree 
drop in temperature when his mo- 
tor boat sank Wednesday and ma- 
rooned him on Pelican Island, in

Clay was nearly unconscious 
from exposure and barely able to

huddled for warmth and life for 
three days and two nights. 

He is a former plainsman and 
expert marksman with Buffalo 
Bill’s Wild West Show.

restaurant at Musick’s Ferry on 


the Missouri and acted as a guide 
for duck hunters. He set out to 
hunt ducks Wednesday in his mo- 
tor boat, and when he did not re- 
turn, his wife asked county author- 
ities to search. 

A balmy early morning breeze 
was blowing when he set out, and 


tied up his boat at Pelican Island 
and sought the blind. It grew 
colder, and after shooting several 
ducks, he made for the motor boat. 


Only to find it had sunk and ice | 
was forming at the water's edge. | 


He had brought two sandwiches 
and some whisky. He needed hot 
food. He built a fire and cooked 
a duck and then, recalling frontier 
experiences, made another fire and 
smothered it for a smoke signal.

AT FAULT IN FIRE 


E. J. Hennessy Charged 
With Neglect in Delaying 
Calling Fire Department 
to Buckingham Annex. 


FAILS TO PROVIDE 


MEANS OF ESCAPE 


Circuit Attorney Plans 
Grand Jury Action on 
Blaze in Which Seven 
Persons Lost Their Lives. 


A Coroner's jury, concluding the 
inquest into the loss of seven lives 
in the Hotel Buckingham Annex 
fire of last Monday, today held Ed- 
ward J. Hennessy, manager * the 
hotel, on a criminal carelessness 
charge. 

The case will be presented to the 
grand fury, Circuit Attorney S:de- 
ner announced. Hennessy wag re- 
leased on $5000 bond, returnabic 
Dec. 1% 

“We charge gross neglect in de- 
laying the calling of the Fire De- 
partincnt when fire was dis-v- 
ered,” was the jury's verdict. 

“Ve charge gross negiect mm not 
providing proper and safe methods 
of escape during an emergency of 
{ire. 

“We charge Edward John Hen- 
nessy, general manager of the 
Bucaingham Hotel, with criminal 
carclessness.”’ 

Thought Hotel Was Fire Trap. 

Under questioning at the fifth 
session by Coroner Vitt and Assist- 
ant Circuit Attorney Lemon, Hen- 
nessy said he considered the An- 
nex a fire trap, but had not rec- 
ommended its destruction as he 
thought that its condition was 
known to his superiors, the owners. 

He disclosed that, after the tor- 
nado of Sept. 29 had damaged Mul- 
lanphy Hospital. a committee rep- 
resenting the hospital inspected the 
Annex with a view to using it tom- 
porarily, but decided the building

During the day the Annex office 
was in charge of two experienced 
subordinates, Miss Christine Klin- 
gel and Miss Rose Graus, and Hen- 
nessy said he acted on reports they 
made to him. Sometimes he did not 
visit the Annex for a week or so 
at a time and then usually to go 
to the paint and ‘printing shops in 
the Annex basement. 
Left Precautions to Subordinates. 

As to precautions against fire, 
Hennessy said that was one of the 
things he left to department heads. 
as be had 135 employes and had 
his “hands full" at the main ho- 
tel.

COMMISSION PLEASED 
WITH O FALLON RULING 


Members of I. C. C.. Believe 
Their Theory of Valuation 
Is Substantially Approved.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 10.—Mem- 
pers of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission received news of the 
Federal Court decision in the St 
Louls & O’Fallon valuation con- 
troversy with considerable satisfac- 
tion, but the commission’s law staff 
undertook at once the task of pro- 
ceeding with the next step in the 
issue, which will be before the 
Supreme Court. 

Railroads are expected to appeal 
immediately. 

“It is our understanding that the 
commission’s theory of valuation 
was substantially approved by the 
decision of the judges of St. Louis,” 
said P. J. Farrell, chief solicitor 
of the commission. “While one 
judge differed from his associates, 
the opinion of the three was cn- 
tirely in accord with the Govern- 
ment’s contention. “It is our un- 
derstanding that the Court will 
hold an open session Dec. 19 to 
consider motions necessary for per- 
fecting the appeal. 

“Railroad counsel has notified 
us that they desire to go quickly 
to the Supreme Court with the 
matter, and it will be the Govern- 
ment’s desire to expedite the ap- 
peal.” 

While the Government seeks 
merely $226,000 from the O’Fallon 
Co., its claims against all of the 
trunk line systems in the United 
States under the excess earnings 
clause of the transportation act 
will aggregate possibly $400,000,- 
000. Should the O’Fallon decision 
be sustained by the Supreme Court, 
the formal demand for this sum 
will be presented to the other car- 
riers.

CLEARING THE STREETS. 

Director of Streets and Sewers Brooks did well 
to point out to the Downtown Improvement Associa- 
tion that downtown parking was a menace to beth 
traffic and retail business. But the remedy he sug- 
gested —to wit, the probibtion of such parking —is 
entirely ’too superficial to merit much attention. More 
fundamental treatment is required to solve the 
problem. 

Downtown parking is simply one of the unpleasant 
features of our inadequate transportation system. 
People do not drive downtown, particularly on morp- 
ings like several during this week, for the fun of it. 
They do so in order to get to work in one-third to 
one-half the time required by other means, The snajl- 
like street car and the crawling bus are the raison 
d’ etre of *owntown parking. Philadelphia once had 
the same nuisance. Her streets were rendered almost 
impassable and retail business injured to an incal- 
culable degree. Then she built subways. Today the 
Philadelphian parks his car in special parking lots 
near the subway station, and rides to work by rapid 
transportation. : 

Subways, rather than no-parking rules, should be 
Director Brooks’ slogan, if he really wants to clear 
the streets.

TAMMANY MOVES UPTOWN. 
From the New York World. 
O Tammany Hall is gold: It was about 
time. Manhattan Island, it has been 
said, is rebuilt every 20 years, and most old 
organizations and business houses have 


moved about as often. Tammany has been 
in this respect singularly conservative, hay- 
ing occupied but two homes in 116 years. 
It was in 1811 that the society, already 29 
years old. moved into a new hall at Nassau 
and Frankfort streets, facing the City Hall. 
It was of that hall that the poet FitzGreene 
Halleck wrote: 


There’s a barrel of porter in Tam- 
many Hall, 
And the Bucktails are swigging it al! 
the day long. 
In the time of my youth "twas a pleas- 
ure to call 
For a seat and cigar "mid the jovial 
throng. 


The present Tammany Hall is just 69 
years old, dating from the cornerstone lay- 
ing. Tony Pastor, impeccably arrayed in 
evening attire and carrying his crush hat, 
sang there'the folksongs of a middle-aged 
New York. A step westward, in the Acad- 
emy of Music, the songbirds of Europe sang, 
much more tunefully, the operas of the day 
under the management of the optimistic 
Col. Mapleson. On the north Tammany 
Hall was bounded by the excellent Ger- 
man theater in Irving Place; on the south 
by a succession of fairly hard-boiled con- 
cert halls and. a few blocks away, by a 
Bowery that was a Bowery! Of late, and 
especially since the final disposal of the, old 
Academy, the hall has seemed strangely out 
of place in its altered surroundings. 

Except that its Sachems and Wiskinski 
and the rest are looking for a site in the 
Forty-ninth street neighborhood there is no 
hint of Tammany’s new resting place. We 
hazard the guess that at least as many peo- 
ple will be interested in the final announce- 
ment of it as In the decision of the hesitant 
Metropolitan Opera House. which is also 
seeking a home farther north. Perhaps the 
singers and the braves will be neighbors 
again, as for some happy years they were in 
old Fourteenth strect. 


GOOD AND BAD CHAIRS. 
From the South Bend Tribune. 
HE relationship between improperly 
constructed chairs and the poor health 
of some office workers was traced recently 


by Dr. J. R. Garner, president of the Amer- 
ican Association of Railway Surgeons. He 
pictured the typical office worker as a per- 
son with a “poor carriage, flat chest and 
prominent abdomen” and pointed out that 
most chairs are constructed as if all humans 
were the same height and weight. A prop- 
erly constructed chair, he said, should have 
@ seat 16 inches wide and not more than 
11 inches long, with a back not more than 
five inches wide. The seat should be ad- 
justable, permitting the user to regulate its 
height from the floor. .It ts strarco that 
more thought has not been given to this 
watter. Sclentific study of the needs of 
users was undertaken years ago by the de- 
signers and manufacturers of beds en¢@ met- 


zz 


tresses. As a result, most beds are much 
healthier resting places than those used by 
our forefathers. But most of the chairs in 
which we spend from six to nine hours 
daily still are mere things to sit on. They 
have seats, legs and backs; thus they quali- 
fy for description as chairs. But the indi- 
vidual need is neglected. Because a chair 
provides comfort for a short man and forces 
him to assume a healthful posture,-it does 
not follow tha® a six-footer can use it with 
beneficial results. And when the chair rev- 
olution comes we hope it embraces the seats 
in some theaters.
